“MARKS OF A BOWLER’S 
"BUSINESS. 


‘ GRIMMETT AND MAILEY. - 

“His fingers are all thumbs” ia a 
proverbial expression, upplied to a 
clumsy perso, It is hard to see 
the justice of the saying for, after 
all, a man’s thumbs -are the most 
versatile ‘and adaptable of his 
digits: In the case of Arthur 
Mailey, the’ yoogly bowler who 
played’ in the Australian Test 
teams which’ toured ‘England in 
1921 and 1926, and is with the pre- 
sent team as an observer, his 
fingers are. not all thumbs, but ona 
finger of ‘the right hind: seems to 
have tried to emulate a thumb in 
one respect. 

This finger is very - markedly |. 
thicker than the other fingers (as 
,apart from the thumbs) of either 
hand, It has broadened and flat- 
tened out till it is over a quarter

Quite a lot of people have a fair 
idea ns to how a motor car is made, 
Many are conversant with the mys- 
terfes of electrical equipnient design 
and manufacture, but few, I believe, 
have any clear notion as to. how ra- 
diators are constructed. They are 
elusive things; in the ‘stores of any 
big car-making firm one generally 
finds them all complete and bright 
and smiling, but one seldom ‘tracks 
them to the place of their birth. 
One just takes them for accom- 
plished tacts, as it were, and thinks 
no more about them, at all events 
till the radiator one happens to own 
springs a leak from some cause or 
other. Then one thinks a whole

So it was with mo until quite re- 
cently; but.now I know how the part 
of the car which makes or mars its 
general appearance is built.
